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Great 1100-Acre Hastings 
Ranch Offered For Sale; 
Owners Will Is Filed 


Foothill Blvd. Frontage 
To Be Retained For Use 
Of Army, If Needed 

The 1100-acre Hastings ranch 
adjoining Sierra Madre is for 
sale, it was announced yesterday 
by Lieut. Commander Ernest 
Crawi'ord May, of Pasadena, who 
with the Irving Trust Co., of 
Mew York, was named as execu¬ 
tor of the estate of the late 
Charles Hastings in his will filed 
in New York last Thursday. 

An offer of $3,000,000 for the 
property, one of the few great 
ranches of Los Angeles county 
that have been held intact, was 
refused recently by its late own¬ 
er ,it was revealed. 

A 54-acre strtp of the ranch 
fronting on Foothill blvd. will be 
reserved by the executors for 
use of the U.S. Army in the 
event it is needed- and that a 
sale is made before the war ends. 

In his will Mr. Hastings di¬ 
rected that the bulk of his estate 
should be used for creation- of 
the Charles Cook Hastings 
Memorial Tuberculosis Hospital, 
to be located on the ranch here 
or on other property owned by 
him in Beaumont and Banning, 
in Riverside county. The execu¬ 
tors have definitely decided that 
the proposed institution shall not 
. be located here, nor will it be 
I built during the war. It is pos- 
sibie that funds provided by the 
estate will be used to enlarge 
and equip a hospital for tuber- 
culars already in existance. 

Being without relatives Mr. 
Hastings stipulates in the w'ill 
that the entire estate, valued in 
excess of five million dollars, 
shall go to charity, after pro¬ 
vision is made for the proposed 
hospital which is to be in the na¬ 
ture of a memorial to his late 
father, Charles Cook Hastings, 
San Francisco clothing merchant 
who amassed a large fortune 
following discovery of gold in 
California. Diversion of the 
estate to charitable purposes will 
save a huge sum that the gov¬ 
ernment would have taken in in¬ 
heritance taxes.

The Chief of the Emergency 
Medical Service as Chief Area 
Medical Officer is in charge of 
all Area Control Center activi¬ 
ties that involve emergency med¬ 
ical service. He has appointed 
one or more alternates, so that 
there will be someone to serve 
in his place if he can not serve 
in person. He and his alternates 
have arranged a schedule and a 
correct copy of it is on file at 
all times at the Area Control 
Center so that a call can go out 
from the center at any time of 
the day or night, and reach the 
Chief Area Medical Officer or 
his alternates on call without de¬ 
lay. His staff is composed of 
these alternates, who as Execu¬ 
tive Officer and Adjutant have 
clearly defined duties.

Speaking for United China Re¬ 
lief, Dr. J. Earl Gossard, former 
president of the China Society of 
Southern California, said yester¬ 
day; “Next to buying United 
States War bonds it is important 
to give to United China Relief 
for two reasons - First, the Chi¬ 
nese are our Allies and have suf¬ 
fered most severely at the hand 
of the enemy: the Chinese sold¬ 
iers and villagers have held the 
Japanese lines mostly with their 
bare hands. 

"Now this same gallant army 
has been assigned to the diffi¬ 
cult task of driving the enemy 
out of Burma. For decades the 


Chinese living and prospering in 
Burma have been a bulwark for 
their home and government 
needs -and especially since the 
brutal attack by the Japanese 
they have been a source of great 
help by their gifts to their peo¬ 
ple in China. Now, due to the 
.scorched earth policy, they have 
lost everything and can therefore 
no longer send help to China. 

“Second— China has lost its 
most productive field for trade 
and industry outside of China — 
Hong Kong. Singapore, Java, 
Malaya, Borneo, and practically 
all the points occupied by the 
enemy since Pearl Harbor, just 

as the British and Dutch, only 
the Chinese in these places num¬ 
ber more than eight millions- or 
about one hundred to one of the 
British, all of whom have been 
robbed of all they posse.sa. Fire, 
famine and disease are every¬ 
where — fifty million people 
driven from their homes have 

been facing this scourge for 

nearly five years; the cost of 

food is eighteen to twenty times 
that of normal times and in 
Foochow the cost of medicine is 
almost prohibitive." 

Dr. Gos.sard advises that dona¬ 
tions may be designated for 
medical relief by contributors 
who particularly wish to assist 
in the medical field. 


Protection 
For Forest 
Whittled 

Committees At Capital 
Reduce Appropriation To 
Negligible Sum 

A telegram received by the 
NEWS yesterday from Congress¬ 
man Carl Hinshaw at Washing¬ 
ton announced that House and 
Senate conferees considering for¬ 
est protection in the western 
states compromised on an appro¬ 
priation of $5,000,000 from the 
Sixth National Defense Defi¬ 
ciency Bill for emergency forest 
fire control. Only a portion of 
this amount will be available 
for protection of California for¬ 
ests. The figure was the same as 
that approved by the bureau of 
the budget, which wa.s lowered 
to $2,000,000 by the House and 
subsequently raised to $19,000,- 
000 by the Senate. 

The Department of Agriculture 
had requested an appropriation 
of $18,000,000 to take care of 
the impending abnormal fire sea¬ 
son. Hundreds of letters and tele¬ 
grams from service organiza¬ 
tions, citizens and cities through¬ 
out Southern California had been 
sent to both members of the 
House and Senate, asking that 
full support be given the depart¬ 
ment’s request. The compromise 
appropriation is conceded to be 
far below wartime emergency re¬ 
quirements and probably will 
mean curtailment of much pro¬ 
tective work as well as possible 
complete closure of vast forest 
areas. 

Appearing before the subcom¬ 
mittee of the Senate appropria¬ 
tions committee early this month. 
Senator Sheridan Downey said 
he believed forest protection to 
be the "mdst desperate problem 
in the whole United States to¬ 
day.” 

Lt. General J. L. DeWitt had 
also approved the requested 
larger appropriation for the For¬ 
est Service, stating in a letter 
read at the hearing: “I am in 
full agreement that the control 
and prevention of forest fires is 
of outstanding importance from 
[ a military viewpoint and that in 
view of the increasing po.s.sibility 
of acts of incendiary sabotage, 
provisions should be made to 
strengthen the Forest Service to 
handle an abnormal fire situa¬ 
tion which may develop.” 

Congresman Hinshaw who ha.s 
been leading the battle for in¬ 
creased forestry appropriations 
in his telegram yesterday .said 
that an additional appropriation 
of $415,000 had been voted to 
the Department of the Interior, 
and that a further deflciensy ap¬ 
propriation may be requested.

Approximately 500 men be¬ 
tween the ages of 45 and 6.5 are 
expected to register here during 
the weekend when the first regis¬ 
tration in the histoi-y of the na¬ 
tion for the purpmse of classify¬ 
ing occupational skills will be 
conducted. 

According to Brig. Gen. Joseph 
O. Donovan, state director of se¬ 
lective service, the inventory of 
manpower in the upper age 
brackets will constitute the be¬ 
ginning of what will prove to be 
the nation’s noncombatant man¬ 
power, to be used later in filling 
jobs left open as younger men 
arc drafted into the armed 
forces. 

General Donovan has pointed 
out that those who register are 
not liable for military service 
under the Selective Training and 
Service Act of 1940, as amended. 
They will be required later to 
fill out an occupational question¬ 
naire concerning their civilian 
qualifications and skills, for the 
purp<ise of obtaining information 
only. 

After the registrant has an- 
swere<l all questions and signed 
his name to the registration card 
he will be given a registration 
certificate signed by the regis¬ 
trar. This certificate must be in 
the personal possession of the 
regi.strant at all times. Failure 
so possess this certificate or to 
show it to authorized persons 
constitutes a violation of Selec¬ 
tive Service regulations and is 
considered prima facie evidence 
of failure to register.

Good Season Ahead 
For Fishermen 

Southland trout fishermen have 
been “virtually guaranteed” good 
catches when the 1942 season 
opens May 1, according to sur¬ 
veys by the outing bureau" of 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California. 

Timed to cooperate with mo¬ 
torists seeking to curtail long 
road trips was the planting last 
year of millions of "catchable” 
rainbow trout—measuring 6 to 8 
inches—in lakes and streams of 
Southern California and the High 
Sierra region. 

More than 2,000,000 trout 
were planted in High Sierra 
spots, while in the southleind the 
rainbows were placed as follows: 
45,000 in LJttle Rock Reservoir; 
60,000 in Big Bear Lake; 40,000 
In Ijake Arrowhead; 25,000 in 
the San Gabriel River, and 
15,000 in Crystal Lake.

Tomato-Cheese Souffle 
I 2 tbsp. butter 

3 tbsp. flour 
\ c. hot milk 

hi c. condensed tomato soup 
1H C. grated cheese 
Vs tsp. dry mustard 

4 eggs, separated 

Melt butter, add flour and cook 
together until frothy. Add hot milk 
and cook until thick. Stir in the to¬ 
mato soup and grated cheese. Heat 
until the cheese is melted. Remove 
from the range and add the mustard. 
Add the egg yolks, one at a time. 
Beat each well into the mixture be¬ 
fore adding the next one. Beat egg 
whites until stiff and dry, and fold 
in. Pour into a well greased casse¬ 
role and bake from fifty to sixty 
minutes, until firm in the center.
